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Senate Asks Hoover 
For Full Pact Data

AFtz= five days of discussion over 
the “secret documents” in connec- 
tion with the negotiations over the 
London Naval Treaty, the special ses- 
sion of the Senate late on July 10 
adopted the resolution, with the Robin- 
son amendment calling on the Secre- 
tary of State to produce the documents 
in question. 

Save for tne opening address of 
Senator Swanson, senior Democratic 
member of the Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee, the entire session had been de- 
voted to the question of the Senate’s 
rights to the papers refused by the 
administration leaders and no progress 
has been made on the actual ratifica- 
tion of the Treaty. : 

Heartened by the support given 
them in their fight to force Secretary 
Stimson to produce the “papers,” the 
opponents of the pact are centering 
their fight to postpone action by the 
Senate, confident that when all the 
facts are known the Treaty will not be 
ratified. 

As forecast in the last issue of the 
Army and Navy Journal, Senator 
Johnson and his cohorts have not only 
utilized the Japanese reports that a 
“Gentlemen’s agreement” was reached 
whereby Japan’s demands for addi- 
tional cruiser tonnage was to be recog- 
nized, but he has openly charged that 
“Some kind of an agreement was made 
between the Prime Minister and the 
President” at the now famous Rapidan 
conference. 

While the preponderance of senti- 
ment in the Senate is with the opposi- 
tion over the secret document issue, 
many Senators who intend to vote for 
ratification supporting the resolution, 
the final outcome is problematic with 
the consensus of unbiased opinion 
holding that ratification will be forth- 
coming. 

The greatest danger of the admin- 
istration forces at present seems to 
lie in the difficulty in keeping a

AUTHORIZATION of the technical 
construction necessary to complete 
the 1932 increment of the Air Corps 
five-year program became effective 
with the signing by the President of 
H. R. 12993, authorizing appropriation 
of $4,370,019 for the purpose, at the 
close of the second session of the 71st 
Congress. This was in lieu of a pre- 
vious bill completing all the technical 
construction required under the five- 
year program for which the necessity 
was apparent.

Legislation In 


Congress’ Treatment Of Army And Navy 


Past Session Reviewed 





ARMY 

S THE second sesston of the 7ist 

Congress came to a close the Presi- 
dent signed, besides the two construc- 
tion bills noted elsewhere in this issue, 
H. R. 12602, authorizing $37,000 to be 
appropriated for the construction of a 
stable at Carlisle Barracks, Pa. His 
signature was thus appended to a con- 
siderable number of bills affecting the 
military establishment during the ses- 
sion, despite a late start in both mili- 
tary committees. Following are among 
the military bills which became law 
since the session commenced in De- 
cember: 

The bill (H. R. 2755) to “promote the 
efficiency of the Veterinary Corps”— 
i. e., recognition of their service in 
-other branches of the Army in counting 
longevity for promotion. This passed 
the House on June 5 and the Senate on 
June 25, and was approved on June 28. 
It was introduced in the first session 
by Mr. Johnson, of South Dakota, and 
after report out of committee in April 
of this year its consideration on the 
House calendar was delayed by objec- 
tion till the date indicated. 

The adventures of H. R. 3592—the 
James Reserve status bill—have been 
described in previous issues. It was 
introduced on June 3, 1929, and became 
law July 2, 1930. 

Some opposition was met in the 
House by T. R. 7638, authorizing the 
acquisition of additional land for Max- 
well Field, but it was furnished by 
habitually oppository elements. It met 
no difficulty in the Senate. Introduced 
by Mr. Hill, of Alabama, in December, 
it was signed on July 1. 

The bill for the retirement of dis- 
abled nurses was originally introduced

NAVY 

ALTHOUGH little was done in the 
furtherance of pay and promotion 
legislation for members of the Naval 
service during the 2d Session of the 
7ist Congress, a number of projects 
were enacted into law which to no 
small extent benefited the Navy. 

An outlay of $385,879,321 was pro- 
vided for to take care of the expenses 
of the Navy during the fiscal years 
1930 and 1931. The annual appropria- 
tion act carried $380,573,111 for the 
current year, while the remainder was 
provided for in two deficiency meas- 
ures. The 1931 act includes increases 
over last year’s supply act of about 
$18,000,000. : 

In addition, authorization was ob- 
tained for badly needed construction at 
various navy yards and stations by pas- 
sage of the long pending Public Works 
Bill. Appropriation for $6,089,000 of 
the $10,077,500 provided for in this 
act was placed in this year’s supply 
measure. 

Modernization of the Naval Observa- 
tory was also authorized, the sum of 
$450,000 being provided for this pur- 
pose. Fifty thousand dollars for pur- 
chase of additional land at the Naval 
Air Station at Seattle was approved, 
as was the establishment of a branch 
Hydrographic Office at Honolulu. 

The war-time rank bill, which has 
been before Congress for several years, 
was enacted into law. Retired officers 
of the Navy, as well as of the other 
services, who held a higher temporary 
rank during the World War than that 
at which they retired, receive the high- 
er rank. No increase of pay accom- 
panies the promotion.

Col. H. C. Pratt Confirmed 
As Asst. Chief Air Corps 


L?: COL. HENRY CONGER PRATT, 

Air Officer of the Hawaiian De- 
partment, has been named Assistant 
to the Chief of Air Corps with the rank 
of brigadier general. 

The nomination was sent to the Sen- 
ate July 3 and confirmed that day 
just before the session closed. 

Col. Pratt. takes the post left va- 
cant by Brig. Gen. Frank P. Lahm, 
whose term expires July 16, 1930. 

Col. Pratt was born in New Mexico, 
Sept. 2, 1882, and appointed to the 
United States Military Academy from 
Wisconsin Aug. 1, 1900. He was grad- 
uated June 15, 1904, and appointed Sec- 
ond Lieutenant and assigned to the 4th 
Cav. He served with his regiment at 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., and at Pre- 
sidio of San Francisco, until Oct., 1905, 
then in the Philippine Islands until 
Oct, 1907. After serving at Ft. Snell- 
ing, Minn., until April 9, 1909, he be- 
came Aide-de-camp to President Taft 
and Assistant to the Officer in Charge 
of Public Buildings and Grounds of the 
District of Columbia. On March 9, 
1911, he became Aide-de-camp to Maj. 
Gen. W. H. Carter at San Antonio, Tex. 
He was promoted to 1st Lieutenant and 
assigned to the 9th Cav. March 30, 
1911. Aug. 8, 1911, he again became 
Aide-de-camp to President Taft on 
which duty he served until Dec. 5, 1911, 
when he became Aide-de-camp to Maj. 
Gen. Arthur Murray in Washington and 
in San Francisco until Dec. 14, 1912. 
Dec. 16, 1912, he was assigned to the 
Ist Cav. at Presidio of San Francisco, 
and served with that regiment until 
Jan. 23, 1915. During this period his 
duties took him to Yosemite Valley, 
Presidio of Monterey, and San Ysidro, 
Calif. Jan. 23, 1915, to Dec. 6, 1915, 


Christie To Build One Tank 
For Thorough Army Tests 


THE touchy tank problem, the sub- 

ject of many discussions and con- 
ferences in the War Department, seems 
to have reached a climax with the de- 
cision of the Secretary of War to re- 
ject all bids for the high speed type 
tanks with the exception of one to be 
built by J. Walter Christie at a cost 
of $55,000 and to be delivered in Sep- 
tember of this year. 

Bids were called for on the basis of 
varying numbers of tanks, one, two, 
four, six, etc., and the only bidder was 
Mr. Christie, the inventor and pro- 
tagonist of the high speed convertible 
wheel and tractor vehicle. The $55,000 
is to be spent out of the $250,000 in the 
1930 appropriations, originally appro- 
priated to build the T1E1 type of tank 
but which it was later decided, with 
the cognizance of the House commit- 
tee on appropriations, to use to give a 
thorough test to the Christie type tank. 
As upon many problems involving 
weapons in the early stage of develop- 
ment there has been considerable dif- 
ference of opinion in the Army as to 
the value of the various types of tanks. 
This has been particularly true of the 
Christie tank, the preliminary demon- 
strations of which have won many ar- 
dent admirers among the _ using 
branches who see in it the possibility 
of achieving their ideal of what a 
combat vehicle should be. On _ the 
other hand those upon whom the re- 
sponsibility of the engineering features 
rest see many mechanical and engineer- 
ing flaws in it and wish to give it a 
thorough test before giving it their 
approval for quantity production. 

The awarding of the contract for 
the single tank for experimental test 
was the stimulus, apparently, for a 
vicious editorial attack by the Chicago 








Treaty Delays Study 
Of Unified Promotion 





PRESIDENT HOOVER will probably 

delay naming the  interdepart- 
mental pay-promotion board until the 
London treaty is disposed of by the 
Senate. 

This is the belief of Senator David 
A. Reed, chairman of the Joint Pay 
Committee. Senator Reed with Repre- 
sentative Burton French, vice-chair- 
man of the Pay Committee, called 
upon Mr. Hoover June 2, to request 
him to name a board of officers of the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, Public 
Health Service, Coast Guard and 
Coast and Geodetic Survey to study 
promotion in the several services and 
submit suggestions to the Joint Pay 
Committee as to a harmonious plan of 
promotion for all. 


The two leaders of the Pay Commit- 
tee presented a letter to the Presi- 
dent, embodying the conclusior 
reached by the Committee that a gen- 
eral pay revision for the six service 
must be prefaced by an equalizatiot 
of the promotion situations in thf 
various arms. 


This letter has not been made pub 
lic, but it is understood that it is some 
what along the lines of the Reed res: 
olution which failed of enactment it 
the past session of Congress. It looks 
to the appointment of another inter. 
departmental board which will study 
the two problems together and sub- 
mit the data with conclusions reached 
to the committee. 


By the terms of the Reed resolution, 
an interdepartmental board of officers 
was to be appointed by the President 
to draw up a bill providing for a uni- 
form system of promotion and a 
“modified pay schedule.” This was te 
be turned over to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral for review and recommendations, 
and then submitted to the Joint Pay 
Committee. 

As requested of the President, thc 
interdepartmental board will submit 
data rather than a bill, it is thought

Training Directive Out 


REGULAR Army self-training shoul¢ 
occupy at least ten months of th 
year, states the War Department Train. 
ing Directive, 1930-31, just released by 
the Adjutant General’s Office. Al 
though Regular Army units will only 
be available for actual command and 
tactical training of Organized Reserve 
units in association with them for the 
two months per year not set aside for 
self-training, the directive goes on, Re- 
serve units and individual officers will 
be given every possible assistance con- 
sistent with non-interference with the 
current training of Regular units. 
The directive continues: 
The period of field training should 
be devoted as much as possible to the 
tactical training of the unit. All in- 
struction which leads up to this should 
be accomplished in garrison and ar 
mory. 
Exercises should be given requiring 
units to demonstrate upon short notice, 
their readiness to leave their stations 
equipped for prolonged field service. 
Command Post Exercises 
Provision should be made for the 
command and tactical training of head- 
quarters of battalions and higher units 
of all components without the use of 
troops other than communication and 
intelligence personnel. Upon conclu- 
sion of the basic training of troops 
similar exercises should be conducted 
with all troops participating. 
Ground units of all components must 
be trained to combat low flying air- 
craft. Active and aggressive measures, * 
not passive defense, will be the primary 
consideration.

By calling it a ‘billion-dollar treaty’ they hope to arouse the small 
Navy sentiment. It is plain that they are more interested in prejudicing public 
opinion than in informing it.

in a sarcastic view. “Although Senators Moses, Robinson and Johnson thought 
up a dozen crimes committed by the Naval Treaty, they overlooked several which 
are even worse than those of which they gladly informed their benighted country- 
men.

Public Urges Pay Increase 








Columbus Ga. 








THE following editorial was printed in 
the Enquirer Sun, Columbus, Ga.: 

Noting that the United States spends 
billions of dollars annually in carrying 
on its work, the great mass of poou’s 
assume that Uncle Sam is a liberal 
boss and that the hands working for 
him are well paid and well taken care 
of. 

We read of the hundreds of millions 
spent maintaining the military depart- 
ment of the Government and are apt to 
charge much of this to the pay of offi- 
cers and men of the Regular Army. 

This is wrong.. Few departments of 
the Government service offer pay as in- 
adequate as in the Army and Navy. 
The Government seems to appropriate 
ample money for all military material 
except brains. 

The pay of Army men from top to 
the bottom is much below what the 
same training and ability would com- 
mand in civil life. Of the entire range 
of Army ranks the private who has no 
dependents or outside obligations, prob- 
ably ean get along on his pay of $21 
per month better than those above him. 
This is relatively true as the line is 
ascended to the commissioned officers. 

it is in the commissioned ranks that 
the salaries are low for the ability and 
education required as compared with 
pay in civil life. The military officer 
has a standard and position to maintain 
and is expected to meet them out of a 
salary unequal to the demands. It may 
be pointed out that Army men may 
after a stated service retire with pay. 
After he spends 40 years in the Army 
a major general receives $8,219 a year. 
High powered executives pay their con- 
fidential secretaries more. A man in 
the business world must earn $100,000 
or more to attract attention, yet the 
Army officer devotes his life in a pro- 
fession far more arduous and exacting 
than some business careers and pro- 
fessional men follow in civil life. 

Comparatively few of the Regular 
Army men attain the rank of major 
general, Further down the line the real 
hardship of military pay is also felt. 
After long service the captain only re- 
ceives $3,000 and the second lieutenant 
only $1,719 per year. Other ranks 
suffer proportionately. 

On such allowances the chances of 





supporting a family in the style ex- 
pected of an Army officer is slim in- 
deed. He and his wife manage, some- 
how, but few persons outside of Army 
circles know what a struggle it is. 

The scale of Army pay was fixed 
purposely low, because of a_ belief, 
which dates back to remotest times, 
that men who serve their country should 
be willing to make great personal sacri- 
fices. Patriotic Americans are still 
willing to sacrifice their comfort and 
their lives, if necessary, to defend 
America, but when needless privation 
and worry over financial affairs is im- 
posed on the men of the Army, the 
nation asks too much of these loyal 
servants and defenders. 

These are the men who get Uncle 
Sam the greatest possible value for 
every dollar of the millions he spends 
for defense, and save him millions every 
year. These are the men whose learn- 
ing and experience can save hundreds 
of millions of the people’s money if the 
country should become involved in a 
war any time in the future, even be- 
ginning tomorrow. 

Uncle Sam is anything but a liberal 
boss when it comes to paying his fight- 
ing men and the few dollars it would 
take to raise their pay at least to the 
level of civilian life for a similar ability 
and service should be voted without 
hesitation. The United States is rich 
enough to do this and her capable fight- 
ing men more than deserve it. 








New Bedford, Mass.

(Continued from First Page) 
and the legislative committees of Con- 
gress will review any proposed revi- 
sion of existing promotion law. 

Just why consideration of the pro- 
motion and pay problems of six of the 
commissioned services should be held 
up because of the treaty, which af- 
fects the number of vessels allowed 
to one of the services, is not at all 
clear. Many officers regard this as 
further evidence that the linking of 
promotion with pay is nothing more 
than a stall, and that this is simply 
another chance to delay action. 

If anything is to be done next ses- 
sion to remedy the deplorable condi- 
tions as to pay, the study proposed by 
the Pay Committee should be ready 
for their consideration some time early 
in the fall so that they can go into the 
matter and report a pay bill to Con- 
gress at the opening of the session 
early in December. In view of the 
magnitude of the problem facing them, 
the interdepartmental board should be 
gotten together as soon as possible. 

Should this not be done, and if there 
is no bill reported by the Committee 
awaiting action by Congress at the 
opening of the session, it is clear that 
the - pressure of business always 
present in a short session will pre- 
clude any solution of the problem. 

Representative Barbour, a member 
of the Pay Committee and chairman 
of the sub-committee for War De- 
partment appropriations, has made it 
plain that he will have little time for 
the problem next winter. He _ points 
out that the appropriation bill will 
take up most of his time. 

Messrs. French and Oliver of the 
House group and Senators Jones and 
Reed will be in the same boat. This, 
coupled with the press of business 
left over from last year will make the 
short three month session a rather 
unlikely time for consideration of a 
question which is not political. 








provides a very sound basis upon which 
Congress may form this much needed 
legislation.” 

We therefore urge such legislation as 
is necessary to bring about additional 
compensation for the officers and en- 
listed men in the services named above 
be enacted by Congress, if not during 
the present session, as early as is pos- 
sible in the next session.

Housing Had Close Call 





ERMANENT construction at 40 

Army posts, some of it replacing 
temporary housing of a character 
called “deplorable” by the Chief of 
Staff, was permitted to go forward 
when Congress, on July 3, passed H. 
R. 12996, as noted in our last issue. 
The urgency of this bill had _ been 
strongly emphasized, but before it was 
ready for the President’s signature it 
was changed and re-changed so as to 
render dubious its suitability on the 
one hand, and final action by Congress 
druing the session just closed on the 
other. At the end of its adventures, 
however, the bill became law with the 
features that had been recommended 
by the War Department. 


Mr. James, chairman of the House 
Military Committee, introduced the 
original bill on April 22, 1929. In 
this bill $15,000,000 was authorized to 
be appropriated. Hearings began on 
June 2, 1930, at which time it was 
stated that the authorizations were 
essential for the War Department’s 
preparation of its 1932 budget figures. 
Gen. Charles P. Summerall, Chief of 
Staff, was chief War Department wit- 
ness. It was recommended that the 
$15,000,000 be re-distributed in line 
with the needs of the posts, as fur- 
ther study had revealed them, and a 
second bill, effecting this object, was 
introduced by Mr. Ransley, acting 
chairman, and reported out of commit- 
tee. 

On June 16, however, Mr. Ransley 
introduced a new bill, reducing the 
authorization to $10,410,320, and _ it 
was promptly reported out. It passed 
the House on July 1. Inquiry by 
Representatives as to the reasons for 
particular eliminations from the first 
Ransley bill—the War Department 
favored bill—were answered to the ef- 
fect that economy had been deemed 
necessary. The principles governing 
the committee in arriving at the par- 
ticular economies involved were not 
gone into. 

The following day the bill was con- 
sidered by the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, and reported out. An 
amendment restored, almost com- 
pletely, the provisions of the original 
Ransley bill. Senator Reed, commit- 
tee chairman, declared that, without 
these provisions, the War Department 
would be seriously handicapped in pre- 
paring its estimates for the fiscal year 
1932 for the Director of the Budget. 
The bill passed with the amendment. 
The House not concurring in the 
amendment, a conference was called. 
As conferences generally result in in- 
tricate and debatable compromises, 
and as evidences pointed to the end of 
the session within 24 hours, the War 
Department’s budget estimates appar- 
ently hung in a very perilous balance. 

What went on in the conference the 
following day—the last day of the 
session—there is no means of knowing, 
but it reported out the bill with Sena- 
tor Reed’s amendment, modified in re- 
spect only to the new item he had add- 
ed for construction at Ft. Francis E. 
Warren. Both Houses then proceeded 
to adopt the conference report in favor 
of the bill, now authorizing $14,930,880 
appropriation. 

Mr. Ransley, in presenting the con- 
ference report, asked that the follow- 
ing statement be read: 

“When the War Department asked 
for action on the proposed legislation 
for authorizations for the permanent 
building program of that department, 
it was represented that the President, 
Budget Bureau, and War Department 
had agreed on the allocation of $15,- 
000,000 for the purpose in the fiscal 
year 1932. However, when this mea- 
sure, H. R. 12996, was reported, the 
committee had amended it to the ex- 
tent that it called for the authorization 
of only $10,410,320. The Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs felt that 
the amount allocated by the officials 
in the executive department should be 
agreed to, and accordingly amended 
the measure to carry the items as sub- 
mitted by the War Department, with 
two exceptions, i. e., the item for Rock- 
well Field, Calif., already stricken out 
by the House was left out by the Sen- 
ate because the measure calling for 
the transfer of the Army activities at 
this field has been passed by both the 
House and the Senate; an item for con- 
struction at Fort Francis E. Warren 
was added, calling for an additional 
expenditure of $157,760. Your con- 
ferees, after a careful consideration of 
the subject, agreed to the amendment 
of the Senate, with the exception of 
the total amount for Ft. Francis E. 
Warren. The items for noncommis- 
sioned officers’ quarters and two drill 





halls for this post were eliminated, 


tion at Ft. Warren $36,760, instead of 
the amount agreed to by the Senate. 
“The total amount carried in the act 

as finally agréed to by your conferees 
is $14,930,880, which is less than the 
amount allocated for construction 
work by the War Department for the 
fiscal year 1932.

The following discussion then took 
place: , 

Mr. Ransley. Mr. Speaker, I yield five 
minutes to tae gentleman from Wiscon- 
sin (Mr. Stafford). 

Mr. Stafford. Mr. Speaker, the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs of the House 
reported a building program for the Army 
aggregating $10,000,000. The subcommit- 
tee which determines the policy of this 
program for the next fiscal year thought 
it advisable to cut out some of the au- 
thorization for officers’ quarters, theaters, 
and nonessentials, which aggregated some 
74,000,000. The subcommittee in doing so 
was prompted by te idea that it would 
be better for the economy program advo- 
cated by the President to cut down the 
estimates without impairing the efficiency 
of the Army. 

We went piecemeal over every item of 
appropriation and considered the status 
of the work at the various posts, and we 
found that the War Department was back 
two years in the preparation of plans; 
that it was not current with the work 
in the authorizations in tae 1929 program. 

Our committee thought we were not 
doing any violence at all to the general 
Army building program; but the Senate 
has seen fit to follow, almost without the 
dotting of an i or crossing of a t, the 
recommendations of the War Department. 
The conferees have virtually acceded to 
that program. 

Our subcommittee originally believed 
that it was real economy to authorize a 
$10,000,000 building program for the nous- 
ing of the Army. We have already agreed 
to an appropriation of $4.000,000—nearly 
$5,000,000—for the technical construction 
of the aviation service. That has gone 
through. We have agreed to an authoriz- 
ation for building the new air station 
to be established near San Francisco, 
and that has gone througn. 

Now we are faced with the proposition 
to vote for $15,000,000, although of neces- 
sity it would have been good economy to 
follow the recommendation of the House 
and cut out needless expenditures for 
theatres, auditoriums garages, each cost- 
ing $50,000, which was only for the con- 
venience of the officers at the various 
posts. 

Mr. Ransley. Mr. Speaker, I move the 
previous question. . 

The previous question was ordered. 

The conference report was agreed to. 

President Hoover signed the bill the 


same day.

MA): GEN. STEPHEN O. FUQUA, 
the Chief of Infantry, announces 
that Maj. Paul E. Peabody, a member 
of the faculty of the Infantry School, 
Ft. Benning, Ga., authority on supply, 
has been ordered to Ft. Eustis, Va., in 
order to make a study of the supply of 
motorized Infantry units. The 34th In- 
fantry, the only completely motorized 
Infantry regiment in the Army, is sta- 
tioned at Ft. Eustis. 

The motorization is in the solution 
of the transportation problem and has 
no relation to the mechanized fighting 
unit, whose weapons are armored and 
self-propelled. 

The role of the Infantry is unchanged 
—it normally marches to do battle. 
The motorization of an Infantry regi- 
ment is for the purpose of moving In- 
fantry troops quickly to a given point 
where they are detrucked and enter the 
combat area for foot movement and 
ground action in accordance with the 
doctrine of Infantry combat. 

Gen. Fuqua states that although the 
basic principles of supply in the Infan- 
try will in no way be changed by motor- 
ization, details arising through in- 
creased mobility and distances—distinct 
characteristics of motorization—will 
necessitate our supply services adapt- 
ing their facilities accordingly.

ARMY RESIGNATIONS MOUNT 

ESIGNATIONS IN THE AIR CORPS during the past fiscal year set a new 

high record of 27, according to figures just made public. Resignations in 
this branch of the service have been on the increase since 1921, when nine Army 
aviators left the service to make better paying civilian connections. 

The rapid development of commercial aviation is recognized as a factor in 
this situation. Offering much greater remuneration, the private concerns attract 
some of the best of those pilots who have grown up with the Air Corps. These 
Air Corps officers, it is pointed out, cannot in justice to their families reject 
such opportunities. 

The hope that Congress would do something about pay is thought to have 
kept a great many Air Corps officers in the service. Promotion leglislation is 
known to be more eagerly desired among some of them, however. The pay 
committee’s involving, and apparently deadlocking, both questions is too recent 
an event for its effect in the Air Corps to be judged at this time. 

Resignations from the Army as a whole during the past fiscal year aggre- 
gated 102, a smaller number than during any similar period in the past 10 years, 
except 1928, when resignations totaled 83. 

_ The reason advanced by most officers voluntarily leaving the service is that 
private employment promises better financial returns. This is true of most of 
the 1,449 officers who have resigned during the past ten years. It is particularly 
true of the Corps of Engineers, which every year loses about 1 -per cent of its 
commissioned personnel. Only recently two majors resigned from the Corps of 
Engineers, each to accept a $25,000 position on the outside, one as city manager 
and the other as an official of a large power company.

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP - 


NAVY LEAGUE DECLINES TO APPROVE TREATY 
THE Navy League of the United States announced this week that “after care- 
ful consideration of the London Naval Treaty, it regrets it can not express 
approval of the treaty,” in a statement July 7, by Walter Bruce Howe, Chair- 
men of the Board. “The reasons for withholding support from the treaty,” Mr. 
Howe said, “are that it is an outgrowth of previous mistakes in American na 
policy—namely, the failure to secure thorough-going limitation at the Washing- 
ton Conference of 1921-22; and the failure to build up the American Navy after 
the Washington treaty was signed-——and the London treaty does more to con- 
firm these errors than it does to correct them. 

“Prior to the London Conference of 1930, the United States had advocated 
that, within categories, each nation build the types of vessels it might deem 
best suited to its needs. The London naval treaty abandons that freedom of 
selection and calls for building by us of small-gun cruisers in excess of the 
amount hitherto approved in our naval policy. The ominous suggestion of 
progressive abandonment of our relative fleet strength, and the debasement of 
its efficiency by developing types of comparatively limited use to us, is a matter 
for grave concern. 

“The strongest argument in favor of the treaty from the American stand- 
point is that it puts a curb on further tonnage expansion by Britain and Japan, 
while we may build up to them, however, it does not assure this result because 
its escape clause may be invoked to initiate unlimited construction in one or more 
of the several auxiliary categories. 

“The Navy League will henceforth advocate close and constant consultation 
between an especially qualified group of officials to be created in the State De- 
partment and a similar group in the Navy Department. Thus the President may 
in future receive the coordinated advice of those departments on the many prob- 
me which should be assured long before the country enters the next naval 
conference.” 





NEW NAVY GENERAL BOARD YOUNGER 
OSSIBLY NEVER BEFORE has the average age of the General Board of the 

Navy been as low as it will be when the present organization is perfected. 

With Rear Adm. Mark Bristol as the senior member, the personnel of the 
board as it will be when the existing orders are carried out will consist of Rear 
Adm. G. M. Day, who is 57 years old; Rear Adm. Henry V. Butler, 56; Rear Adm. 
Frank H. Clark, 58; Rear Adm. Thomas J. Senn, 58, and Rear Adm. J. R. Y¥*.

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To Test Diving Bell 
ESTS of a modified diving bell will 
will be undertaken during the 
first part of August at the Submarine 
Base, New London, Conn., by naval 
personnel attached to the experimental 
-USS S-4, in order to further deter- 
mine the practicability of rescuing 

men from a sunken submarine. 

The modified diving bell is being 
completed at the New York Navy 
Yard, and its new features are the re- 
sult of tests during the past winter 
off Key West, Fla., in which three 
types of diving bells were used in a 
series of tests with the S-4. 

The tests to start in August will 
be conducted in still water at a depth 
of about 200 feet. After the prelimi- 
nary tests, the new diving bell will be 
subjected, if satisfactory, to further 
tests under less favorable weather 
conditions to determine definitely its 
capabilities and limitations, as well as 
the precautions which must be taken 
in its use. 


Should the modified diving bell 


prove successful in the tests, it is 
planned to construct a new and 
stronger bell capable of withstanding 
pressures at a depth of 400 feet, which 
represents the maximum depth for 
which submarines are designed to op- 
erate. 

For the tests last winter which led 
to the development of the modified 
diving bell, three hatches on the S-4 
were provided with special coamings 
to which a diving bell could be at- 
tached in such a manner as to exclude 
the water and to permit passage be- 
tween the submarine and diving bell. 
Three diving bells were provided for 
the Key West experiments. 

One of the three diving bells was in- 
tended to be lowered from a surface 
vessel and centered over a submarine’s 
hatch by means of hauling wires led 
to anchors planted around the sub- 
marine, the hauling wires being op- 
erated by a crew of three men in the 
diving bell. The second diving bell was 
intended to be hauled down to the sub- 
marine hatch with positive buoyancy 
by means of winches from which 
cables were led to rings on the sides of 
the submarine hatch. The third type 
was a closed caisson which was in- 
tended to be hauled down by a winch 
on board the submarine and operated 
by her crew after a line from the 
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Lt. Comdr. Craven Resigns

son. 

The comparative tests showed that 
the first type was the least satisfac- 
tory of all, since it was subjected to 
all the motion of the surface vessel 
from the action of the sea. The crew 
of the bell also had some difficulty in 
placing the bell accurately over the 
submarine hatch and in making the 
watertight connection. The second 
type proved to have the most satisfac- 
tory means of lowering and attaching 
the bell for the reason that since it 
floated up from its wires, which were 
attached to the submarine, it was free 
of any considerable motion once it 
was well submerged. The third type 
was a closed caisson and its occupants 
were, therefore, not subjected to sea 
pressure .as were the occupants of the 
other two types. No time, as a result, 
was required for decompression of the 
men rescued. The effort required by 
the crew of the submarine in hauling 
this third type down to the hatch was 
considerable, and in view of the prob- 
ability that the submarine would be 
under greater than atmospheric pres- 
sure and that the crew might be in 
poor physical condition, this method 
of hauling down was discarded. 


The tests at Key West, however, in- 
dicated that such a method of rescue 
offers some promise of success even 
under moderately adverse weather 
conditions, and so, the second of these 
three diving bells was sent to the 
New York Navy Yard, where a bulk- 
head is being placed in its bottom so 
as to avoid the necessity of placing 
the bell and its occupants under sea 
pressure while it is in use. This 
change requires other modifications in 
the arrangement of the winches and 
the method of attachment to the sub- 
marine, but its principle of operation 
will be substantially umchanged. 

The tests of the modified diving bell 
to be undertaken at New London will 
be supervised by Lt. Comdr. Palmer H. 
Dunbar, USN; Lt. Charles B. Momsen, 
USN, and Lt. Norman §S. Ives, USN, 
commanding officer of the S-4. Most 
of the personnel who will conduct the 
tests have had long experience in sub- 
marines and are therefore the most 
concerned in determining the true 
value of any rescue apparatus. Some 
assisted in the salvaging of the S-4 
and the S-51, and are thoroughly ex- 
perienced in the performance of work 
under water and under the most ad- 
verse conditions. All have been en- 
gaged in experimental work of this 
nature for nearly two years,

Corps were provided by Congress, allow- 
ing retirement for nurses on the same 
basis as for commissioned officers of 
the services. 

Authority was obtained during the 
past session for petty officers, first 
class, to take the examination for ap- 
pointment as acting pay clerks. The 
position of Assistant to the Chief of 
Naval Operations was created by act 
of Congress, and a number of other 
measures adopted, among them an ap- 
propriation of $300,000 for completion 
of the overhaul of “Old Ironsides,” au- 
thority to lease the Squantum torpedo 
base, and a resolution providing for 
the establishment at the Naval Acad- 
emy of a memorial to the officers and 


men who lost their lives in the S-4 


disaster. 

Hopes for a general pay increase, 
raised high following the creation of a 
joint committee of Congress to study 
service pay conditions, gradually damp- 
ened in the latter part of the session 
due to the inaction of the committee 
and further complication of the situa- 
tion by the conclusion reached by the 
congressional committee that they 
should study the two problems of pay 
and promotion together. 

This view of members of the joint 
commission, together with the failure 
of Chairman Britten of the House 
Naval Committee to properly report 
the bill, proved fatal to the enactment 
of the Navy line personnel bill, though 
it got by the barrier which has held 
it up in previous years—the Senate. 

Opposition within the naval service 
held up the Marine Corps personnel 
bill and proposed legislation for alle- 
viating promotion conditions in the 
Staff Corps. The former is upon the 
calendars of both the Senate and the 
House, whereas the Staff bill is still to 
be agreed upon at the Navy Depart- 
ment, the one drawn up this session 
being re-referred to the Department, 
when hearings held by the House: Naval 
Committee disclosed a difference of 
opinion in the various staff corps. 

Hearings were held by the House 
Naval Committee on a bill to modern- 
ize the USS New Mexico, Mississippi, 
and Idaho, at a cost of $30,000,000 and 
the measure was reported to the House 
with prospects of favorable action next 
fall good. 

Decision as to the location of an 
airship base on the Pacific Coast was 
held up until fall by vote of the House 
Naval Committee. The project is to be 
studied by the staff of the Naval War 
College this summer, who are to report 
a decision to the committee. 

The House passed two bills provid- 
ing for new hospitals at Philadelphia 
and Washington, but no action was 
taken by the Senate. Provision for 
new construction at the Parris Island 
Marine Barracks was favorably re- 
ported to the House by the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee. 

No action was taken upon the billion 
dollar construction bill introduced by 
Representative Britten at the close of 
the London conference. The final dis- 
position of the treaty will determine the 
fate of this measure and of a number 
of the other pending bills. Similarly 
developments during the summer in the 
pay situation will determine the course 
of pay and personnel legislation in the 
3d Session of the 7ist Congress next 
winter.

USNR Fares Well 


WHILE legislation affecting personnel 
of the Regular Navy made little 
progress during the second session of 
the 71st Congress, the Reservists fared 
not at all badly. 

Members of the Fleet Naval Reserve 
and Fleet Marine Corps Reserve were 
in particular favored. Three measures 
of vital interest to them were enacted, 


By the terms of one of them, trans- 
ferred members of the Fleet Reserve 
may receive hospitalization in Govern- 
ment hospital without cost. Hereto- 
fore, cost of rations while in hospital 
was deducted from their retired or re- 
tainer pay. 

Another act passed, provides for the 
payment of a six months’ death gra 
tuity to dependents of Transferred Re- 
servists who die while on active duty, 
while another is of great personnel in- 
terest to a number of Reserves who 
served during the World War. This 
act validates the higher provisional 
rank granted to a number of officers 
during the war, and gives them the 
benefits of such higher rank, which had 
been denied them by decision of the 
Comptroller General. 

The annual Navy appropriation act 
bears $4,720,000 for administering the 
Naval ‘Reserve, which allows a contin- 
uation of work carried out last year. 
Although this amount is $20,000 less 
than that allotted to the Reserve last 
year, economies affected make possible 
about the same program. “ 

Two additional Naval Reserve Avia- 
tion bases will be maintained during 
1931. One at Miami and the other at 
St. Louis, requiring the payment of 
salaries of a number of officers and 
men of the Reserve, while serving on 
active duty. 

On the other hand, the Merchant 
Marine Naval Reserve has been treated 
like a step-child. The sum of $10,000, 
for literature to be sent to officers of 
this branch given last year was not 
continued. 

With these exceptions, activities now 
carried on by the Naval Reserve will 
be continued for another year. 

Action on only one other bill was 
effected during the session. This was 
to make the minimum age limit for 
enlistment in the Reserve the same as 
that in the Regular Navy, which was 
favorably reported to the House by 
the Naval Affairs Committee, The 
House did not consider it. . 

Enactment of this measure, it 1S 
thought, would allow the full number 
of enlisted men of the Reserve allow 
by law, to enter the Naval Academy.

The proposition of acquiring land for 
bombing adjacent to Kelly Field, em- 
bodied in H. R. 12263, was saluted with 
withering derision by the customary 
objectors, as it was explained that the 
land to be acquired had been made un- 
suitable for any other purpose by its 
use hitherto as a bombing range.

House Action Begun 

An important bill, designed to effect 
the easier induction of the National 
Guard into the service of the United 
States in the time of emergency, has 
been the subject of several hearings 
before the House Military Committee, 
which ordered it reported out several 
weeks ago. It was reported in the 
House on July 2, and takes its place on 
the Union Calendar, from which it is 
eligible to be placed on the Consent 
Calendar. Certain modifications were 
suggested in the Speaks bill by the 
War Department, some of them ma- 
terial, and they were not adopted. 
Nevertheless, it does not appear likely 
that the War Department’s views on 
particular features of the bill will in- 
spire opposition in Congress. This bill, 
sponsored by the National Guard As- 
sociation, evidently has the support of 
the entire National Guard. The Re- 
serve Officers’ Association of the 
United States likewise favor it. 


Hearings have been held in the House 
Committee on Mrs. Kahn’s bill for 
the construction of a metal-clad airship 
for transportation for the Army Air 
Corps, a companion bill to which has 
been introduced by Senator Vanden- 
burg. At the hearings a statement by 
the Secretary of War was cited to the 
effect that the project was “of such an 
experimental nature that the Army 
should not be charged with its develop- 
ment.”

No Hearings Had 

Bills of greater or less general mili- 
tary interest on the House Military 
Affairs calendar, on which there have 
been no hearings, are, in the order of 
their introduction:

Military bills of importance remain- 
ing on the Senate committee’s calendar 
have, as has been noted, companion 
bills pending before the House Military 
Committee. 
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M* GEN. STEPHEN O. FUQUA, 
the Chief of Infantry, announces 
that during the year 1928-29, of the 
24,742 American Doughboys that fired 
the caliber .30 rifle qualification course, 
23,414 qualified as marksmen or better. 

Gen. Fuqua states that rifle shooting 
in the Infantry regiments during 1929 
showed a marked improvement over 
the records of the preceding years. In 
1929, 94.63 per cent of the Doughboys 
firing the course obtained qualifying 
scores. In 1928, 93 per cent qualified. 
In 1927, 91 per cent qualified. The in- 
crease in efficiency in firing was at- 
tributed to more minute attention to 
details and to the continuous increase 
in interest and pride of the American 
Infantryman in his marksmanship 
ability. 

Of the 23,414 qualified, 3,772 were 
rated as expert riflemen, entitling them 
to five dollars extra per month. In 
1928, 3,680 made expert riflemen. In 
1929, 6,667 succeeded in obtaining the 
next highest qualification, that of 
sharpshooter, which entitles them to 
draw three dollars’ extra pay per 
month, against 6,501 in 1928. In 1929, 
12,975 obtained qualifications of marks- 
men, as against 12,566 the previous 
year. 

The 16th Infantry, stationed at Ft. 
Jay and Ft. Wadsworth, the 65th In- 
fantry, Porto Rico, the latter composed 
entirely of native Porto Ricans, and 
the 18th Infantry, Ft. Hamilton and 
Ft. Schuyler qualified 100 per cent. 
The average score per man in the 16th 
Infantry was 297.2 out of a possible 
350. In the 65th Infantry, the average 
score was 297.16, and the 18th Infantry 
averaged 286.27 per man. The 45th 
Infantry, stationed in Manila, com- 
posed entirely of native Filipinos, es- 
tablished a very creditable record, 
qualifying 99.37 per cent of the men 
that fired. Only five of the 793 men 
firing failed to qualify. 

Other Infantry regiments that dis- 
tinguished themselves on the range 
last year were the 5th Infantry, Port- 
land, Me., qualifying all but five of the 
549 men that fired. The 15th Infantry, 
Tientsin, China, failed to qualify only 
six men. 

The rifle qualification course fired by 
the Infantry of the Regular Army con- 
sists of 70 shots, the maximum possible 
score being 350 points. The 70 shots 
are divided in slow and rapid fire. Ten 
shots, slow fire, with no time limit re- 
striction, are fired from each of the 
following ranges: 

Two hundred yards from standing; 
300 yards sitting and kneeling; 500 
yards prone; 600 yards prone from a 
sandbag rest. These shots are rapid 
fire, with time limits varying from 
one minute to one minute and twenty 
seconds, depending upon the range, is 


fired from 200, 300, and 500 yards, ten | 


shots being fired from each range. 
Out of a possible 350 points a mini- 
mum of 240 are required for qualifica- 
tion as marksman, between 290 and 305 
for sharpshooter, and 306 and above 
entitles the soldier to the highest 
qualification—that of expert rifieman.

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National Guard may be sold to mem- 
bers of the National Guard as pro- 
vided in Army Regulations 45-75 while 
in the possession of the National 
Guard and subsequent to their use 
in preliminary training of State 
matches. The price for rifles sold un- 
der these conditions will be the price 
listed for rifles, U. S., caliber 30, model 
1903, special target. The sale may be 
completed by the U. S. Property and 
Disbursing Officer accountable for the 
supplies. The funds accruing from 
the sale will be forwarded to the chief 
of the Militia Bureau for deposit to 
the credit of appropriations “Replace- 
ment of Ordnance and Ordnance 
Stores.”

Aeronautical Notes 


HE Radio Flight Test Section of 

‘the Naval Air Station at Anacos- 
tia has commenced installing the lat- 
est Western Electric Aircraft Equip- 
ment. This equipment is similar to 
that being employed by many of the 
leading transport companies. A 400 
watt radio telephone base station, op- 
erating on 6500 kilocycles, employing 
the transformer-rectifier power source, 
is being installed in the main trans- 
mitter room. High frequency air- 
craft radio telephone transmitter and 
receiver is being installed in the sta- 
tion T4M. After suitable test, the air- 
craft material will be installed in one 
of the transport planes of the station 
and will afford a channel of com- 
munication for that plane when on ex- 
tended flights. In addition to the 
above material the Western Electric 
Beacon Receiver will likewise be in- 
stalled. 

A radiomarine electrified A. ©. 
weather network receiver has been re- 
ceived and is being set up for use by 
the Operations Department. By means 
of this receiver the Department of 
Commerce weather broadcast from 
nearby stations will be intercepted and 
made available to the pilots interested. 





The Boeing Airplane Company is at 
work on contracts oe og 
P-12C single-seater Army fighters 10 
the aany aol 27 Model F-4B2 fight- 
ers for the Navy.

The P-12C is the latest edition of the 
Models P-12 and P-12B. The P-12B’s, 
90 of which were recently delivered, 
were seen at Sacramento during the 
maneuvers and gained national atten- 
tion by flying in formation at altitudes 
exceeding 28,000 feet.

JpISAPPOINTED, YES; discouraged, NO! That is our attitude in connection 
with the question of pay increase for the Services. Looking back over the 
past session of Congress we can perceive readily that every move made was in 
response to urgent public opinion but it was so designed as to delay action. With 
an astounding cynicism, based upon the fact that the officers and men of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps do not vote, the responsible leaders deliberately 
shilly-shallied and thus successfully prevented provision for the sorely needed 
relief. They recognized that something had to be done, and, therefore, the Com- 
mission and the Commission’s recommendation for the scrambling of the pay and 


promotion questions, which the House happily turned down. 





UR OPTIMISM WITH respect to eventual and favorable action lies in the 

fact that the maneuvers performed were engaged in so that the country 
would be aware that the question of pay increase was receiving consideration. 
Ii there were no public sentiment behind the demand for better pay, even these 
maneuvers would not have been attempted. We can expect tergiversation at the 
next session; we can see the Commission standing pat and repeating to the 
House that it must be authorized to settle the promotion in consonance with 
the pay problem. There will be a lot of “lame ducks” in attendance upon that 
session. In expectation of administration recognition, they will vote as the 
Administration wants. Therefore, the Commission expects its plan to be adopted, 
and thus put over the pay increase until the next Congress. 





E REPEAT, THE SERVICES ought to demonstrate their ability to meet this 

situation. First, every officer and enlisted man, active and retired, as we 
suggested last week, ought to write to his home folks and urge them to put to 
every candidate for the Senate and House this question: “If elected, will you 
support a bill proposing an immediate and adequate increase .of pay for the 
Services?” The same question should be put by the members of the National 
Guard and the Reserve Officers. President Cole, of the Reserve Officers’ Asso- 
ciation, has been using his great influence in support of improved pay, and we 
can depend upon him to continue his efforts. A sufficient number of inquiries 
to candidates will cause them to sit up and take notice, and during the next session 
there will be a disposition to act. 





yN CREATING THE PAY Commission, the Service Committees of Congress did 

a generous thing for which they should be thanked. They recognized that 
something had to be done about pay and they were willing to surrender their 
authority to expedite action. Now they are asked to surrender further authority 
and let the Commission pass upon the question of promotion. That they will 
not do. Obviously a promotion scheme for the Navy would not fit conditions in 
the Army, and vice versa. But, if the Army were to agree upon bills, as the 
Navy and Marine Corps have done, the House Military Committee unquestionably 
would acquiesce as the House Naval Committee has done. Therefore, the more 
reason for agreement in the Army itself. It is true the Naval and Marine Carps 
bis failed, but this was due to little, petty maneuvers, based upon the failure 
of the Committee report to contain comparisons with existing laws which suc- 
cessfully delayed action. But if the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps 
each is solidly behind its own promotion plan, there can be no excuse for further 


postponements. 





E SUGGEST TO THE British Admiralty that we are quite capable of minding 

our own business. Speaking before the Rotary International Convention and 
other organizations in the United States is Britain's “red-blooded fighting man,” 
Admiral Mark Kerr, retired, of the Imperial and Royal Navy. At the moment 
when there is pending in the Senate the Treaty fixing an inferior Navy upon 
this country, the British officer is proclaiming that “you cannot have a lasting 
peace, while minds of men think of war.” Indirectly, he is seeking to create a 
frame of mind which will force ratification of the treaty. We have no naval 
officer in England preaching pacifism. There should be no British officer in the 
United States engaged in this task. Kerr is here because, we have no doubt, 
it was deemed desirable to start the kind of propaganda he is emitting. Pacifism 
naturally will urge ratification of the treaty, and, therefore, is an instrument of 
British policy. 





WHEN IT COMES TO international manipulation, we take off our hats to the 
British. Their conduct of propaganda before the United States entered the 
World War was one of the inspiring reasons for our participation in that epochal 
struggle. Here is the United States, our leaders diverge on questions of foreign 
policy. In England, they work together. We know the British Parliament 
quickly will ratify the London treaty. Why shouldn’t it? It assures continuance 
of British sea supremacy. The great problem is to induce ratification by the 
American Senate. So we have Beatty, supported by Jellicoe, opposing the 
treaty and insisting that it is dangerous to the safety of the Empire. What 
they say will be quoted in the United States, and, naturally, will create confusion. 





Bet WE ARE RELYING upon the common sense of the American people. The 

extra session of the Senate has begun. The advantages and disadvantages 
of the treaty will be described, and upon this American discussion will be based 
public opinion and the trend of that opinion will determine whether or not there 
shall be ratification. A respectable number of Senators, one fourth, now are 
opposed to or doubtful of the desirability of the treaty. Ten more Senators, 
and the treaty will be defeated. The smaller number may force reservations. 
We are glad the treaty is being considered in extra session. That means the 
country, undisturbed by other matters, will have its attention concentrated upon 
the instrument. If.it ratify, then we will say it is the will of the people, based 
upon knowledge. If rejected or modified, the Administration must cease efforts 


which the country regards as inimical to national defense.

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Army JAG Opinions 

INDING of a board of officers that 
F a captain of Cavalry, struck by an 
automobile, had not used intoxicants 
pefore the accident, was absent with- 
out leave, and injured not in line of 
duty and injured as a result of his own 
misconduct, was not upheld by the 
Judge Advocate General’s Department 
as to the last particular. The board 
of officers had made it clear that the 
officer was guilty of no misconduct in 
connection with the accident himself, 
put only in his absence without leave. 
Hence the JAG adjudges the officer 
in line of duty, but not as 


jnjured not In d 
a result of his own misconduct. 





In the opinion of the Judge Advocate 
General’s Office, service on a general 
court-martial or a special court is not 
duty with any particular organization 
or active unit of the arms, and there- 
fore, when considered alone, cannot be 
regarded as duty with troops, as con- 
templated in Section 4c of the National 
Defense Act, requiring one year’s serv- 
ice with troops in five years, etc. 





In reply to a question propounded 
by the commanding general, Panama 
Canal Department, as to the accordance 
with the Manual for Courts-Martial of 
disapproving comments in a review of 
an acquittal or finding of “not guilty” 
by general courts martial, the JAGD 
cites paragraph 87b, page 74, Manual 
for Courts-Martial, April 1, 1928: 

“The disapproval of a sentence puts 
an end to it as a basis of punishment, 
and confirmation of a disapproval is 
not required in any case. A disapproval 
should be express. Neither an acquittal 
nor a finding of ‘not guilty’ requires 
approval or confirmation; and neither 
should be disapproved. Such disap- 
proval can not in any event affect the 
finality of a legal acquittal or of a 
legal finding of not guilty. The review- 
ing authority may, however, properly 
advise the members of the court by 
letter of his nonconcurrence in an ac- 
quittal or in a finding of not guilty, 
and the reasons for such nonconcur- 
rence,” 

As to acquittals, therefore, concludes 
the JAG opinion, and findings of not 
guilty, the present manual plainly in- 
dicates the procedure open to the re- 
viewing authority in the event of his 
nonconcurrence with the action of the 
court. Where, however, in the opinion 
of the reviewing authority, the sen- 
tence is inadequate for the offense or 
offenses of which the accused was con- 
victed, he may properly include in his 
action a statement of his views. 





While honorable discharge of a de- 
serter completing his service under an 
assumed identity on a temporary serv- 
lee record is void, a new enlistment 
and honorable discharge under an as- 
sumed name, while voidable at the 
time, cannot be voided after consump- 
tion, in the opinion of the Judge Ad- 
vocate General’s office.

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ROA Urges Treaty Study 


dent of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion of the United States, in an inter- 
view given July 9 said, “to my mind 
every careful citizen should be op- 
posed ,to hurry the ratification of 
the London Naval Treaty. I have re- 
ceived messages from Reserve Offi- 
cers in various parts of the country, 
indicating a widespread desire to more 
thoroughly understand the terms of 
this Treaty before the United States 
takes such a serious step as commit- 


ting ourselves to its provisions by 
signing it. 
“The Reserve Officers Association 


of the United States has no political 
interest in the matter,” Col. Cole said. 
“It is a non-partisan one, the only 
qualification of which is to hold a 
commission as a Reserve Officer in 
the Army of the United States. Thus 
it contains men of all shades of 
political opinions, creeds, professions 
and businesses. 


“As it is made up of civilians in all 
sections of our country, earning their 
living in the various professions and 
businesses common to our people, it 
represents a fair cross-section of the 
American people as a whole. 

“Reserve Officers are not profes- 
sional soldiers. War to them means 
being separated from their normal 
family and business life, and must 
therefore be something that they are 
eager to avoid. Thus, there is every 
reason why they, more than the aver- 
age citizen, are interested in preserv- 
ing peace. 

“By far the greater number of them 
served in the great War. Some suf- 
fered wounds. All saw friends killed. 
All suffered that violent wrench from 
their normal life, which they, like all 
average citizens, are anxious to avoid. 

“What they went through in the 
great War has taught them that Na- 
tional Defense is of vital every-day 
importance to this country in exactly 
the same way that accident and life 
insurance are to the average individ- 
ual. Under ordinary circumstances, 
such insurance does not seem impor- 
tant, but when the time comes that 
they should be brought into play, their 
lack means disaster. 

“No business man signs a contract 
without being absolutely sure of 
what its terms really mean. If in 
doubt, he takes the time necessary to 
be sure before he signs. 

-“There is the strongest kind of 
testimony from the most _ reliable 
sources that the London Naval Treaty 
seriously affects the National Defense 
of this country. If this is not true— 
it should be so thoroughly disapproved 
by competent authority that the aver- 
age citizen will have no doubt left in 
his mind. 

“There is nothing partisan in my 
statement. National Defense is too 
serious a matter to be decided by parti- 
san loyalties. As a matter of fact, op- 
ponents and proponents of the Bill are 
found in both political parties. 

“If there is necessity for haste, why 
do not the other nations concerned 
hurry to ratify it? 

“Again, as a business man, I can 
not conceive of any business man sign- 
ing an important contract that he does 
not thoroughly understand. I fail to 
see why any reasonable person should 
object to the ratification of this treaty 
being delayed long enough to enable 
a thorough understanding to be had 
of every part of it.”

(Continued from First Page) 
present allowances of chemical equip- 
ment and ammunition will permit. For 
training purposes the allowances of 
gas masks of major units should be 
pooled in order that subordinate units 
may be completely equipped in rota- 
tion. - 

Gas Discipline Essential 

All military personnel-must be ac- 
customed to the use of the gas mask 
and to gas discipline. Situations in- 
volving defensive measures against an 
enemy employing gas or chemical 
agents will be frequently presented. 
By the actual use of smoke and non- 
toxic gas to the extent permissible 
under existing allowances of chemical 
equipment and munitions, troops will 
be trained in the proper use of the gas 
mask and in overcoming the difficulties 
in marching, patrolling, operating com- 
munications, maneuver, and the use of 
weapons. Training will also include 
the offensive employment of non-toxic 
gas and smoke. Smaller units will be 
so trained in the tactical use of smoke 
that they will be prepared to use it 
properly in field exercises and maneu- 
vers. Field exercises will include fre- 
quent situations requiring the use of 
smoke. 

All mobile organizations of the Reg- 
ular Army will make, during each cal- 
endar year, the practice marches pre- 
scribed Dec. 10, 1929 (AG 353, 11-27- 
29, Misc. M-C). 

Field Training 

Mobile Regular Army units will hold 
field exercises annually. As far as 
funds will permit, troops in each corps 
area will be concentrated for these ex- 
ercises and for training in the combined 
arms. Concentration will be effected 
by marching or by a combination of 
marching and trucking. 

Where limitation of funds and the 
distances involved preclude concentrat- 
ing all troops of a corps area in one 
locality, two or more concentration 
areas should be utilized. 

Field training for Coast Artiller 
troops of active harbor defenses will 
include manning installations to which 
assigned for a continuous “war period” 
of a minimum of one week. 

Air Corps units will engage in field 
exercises of at least two weeks’ dura- 
tion, operating without assistance of 
post facilities. Wherever practicable 
these exercises should be combined with 
the field training of other units of the 
Regular Army. 

During field training as many Re- 
serve Officers and and units will be at- 
tached to Regular Army units as funds 
and circumstances permit. 

Initiative of Juniors 

The initiative of junior officers must 
be fostered and developed by every 
means possible. To this end they should 
be afforded frequent opportunities to 
exercise for extended periods command 
of units appropriate to the next higher 
grade. 

Training in general (1929-30) has 
been satisfactory and marked improve- 
ments have been noted, particularly in 
tactical training. Maneuvers and field 
exercises have been held to a greater 
extent than in former years with bene- 
ficial results. 

The following discrepancies, while 
not general throughout the service, 
have been noted in training inspections 
and are published for the information 
and guidance of all concerned: 

Too Detailed Instructions 

Efficient training in the battalion and 
below is sometimes hampered by higher 
headquarters prescribing too much in 
detail the hourly employment of lower 
units, without sufficient regard to the 
missions, particular shortcomings and 
particular needs of those units. 

The converse of this was noted in 
that some battalion and higher com- 
manders failed to supervise properly 
the training of lower units during the 
company or battery periods, apparently 
being under the misconception that dur- 
ing this period many company com- 
manders should be left entirely to their 
own devices with no supervision from 
higher authority. 

Concurrent training within units is 
not being carried on as extensively as 
practicable. There is a tendency to 
conduct over a period of time the train- 
ing of subordinate units of a major 
unit individually rather than concur- 
rently with the progressive training of 
the major unit. 

During periods assigned to lesser 
units, major unit commanders shotild 
at frequent intervals combine the lesser 
units for major unit exercises. It is 
expected that all leaders from the 
highest to the lowest be familiar with 
their duties. Combining lesser units, 
as above indicated, will maintain the 
teamwork of the major units and at 
the same time give the lesser units

The light cruiser Richmond arrived 
at the Navy Yard during the forenoon 
of Thursday, June 10, and was pres- 
ent during the services for Major Gen- 
eral Neville. 

Maj. Gen. Neville was born in Vir- 
ginia May 12, 1870. He was appointed 
a cadet at the Naval Academy, Sept., 
1886, graduated from the Academy with 
the class of 1890 and was appointed 
a second lieutenant in the Marine Corps 
July 1, 1892. 

He was promoted to first lieutenant 
Feb. 7, 1894; to captain Mar. 3, 1899; 
to major June 4, 1904; to lieutenant- 
colonel Feb. 25, 1914; to colonel Aug. 
29, 1916; to brigadier-general (tem- 
porary) July 1, 1918; to brigadier-gen- 
eral (permanent) Mar. 28, 1920; to 
major-general (temporary) Mar. 28, 
1920; to major-general (permanent) 
Dec. 10, 1923, and to major-general 
commandant Mar. 5, 1929. 

General Neville was a “sea-going” 
Marine officer, having served six years 
and four months on sea-going vessels. 

In 1906 he served with the 1st Ex- 
peditionary Brigade of Marines as a 
part of the Army of Cuban Pacification. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Neville was pres- 
ent, commanding the Second Regiment, 
Marines, at the seizure of Vera Cruz 
and subsequent occupation, in 1914, 
The following citation awarding a 
Medal of Honor suggests the distin- 
guished conduct of Lieutenant-Colonel 
Neville during that period. The cita- 
tion conferred medals on several officers 
and read: “The above-named officers 
were in both days’ fighting and were 
almost continually under fire from 
soon after landing, about noon on 
April 21, until we were in possession 
of the city, about noon of the 22nd. 
Their duties required them to be at 
points of great danger in directing 
their officers and men and they exhib- 
ited conspicuous courage, coolness, and 
skill in their conduct of the fighting. 
Upon their courage and skill, more than 
that of any others, depended the suc- 
cess or failure. Their responsibilities 
were great and they met them in a 
manner worthy of commendation.” 

Throughout the battles in which the 
Marines participated in the World War 
General Neville served with great dis- 
tinction. For his services, he was dec- 
orated by the governments of France 
and the United States. 

Military education has always been 
of interest to General Neville. In 1903 
and 1904 he was an instructor at the 
School of Application then located at 
the Washington Marine Barracks. 
Captain S. C, Sperry, USN., president 
of the US Naval War College, wrote 
to the Brigadier-Genera]l Commandant 
on October 1, 1904, as follows: “The

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Hoover Explains Treaty 


(Upon the opening of the special 
session of the Senate, July 7, for the 
consideration of the London Naval 
Treaty, President Hoover sent to that 
body a message urging its ratification. 
The Army and Navy Journal herewith 
reproduces the President’s message in 
full because it is the first official utter- 
ance of the administration in regard to 
the London pact, previously the White 
House having confined its activities to 
sending a copy of the treaty to the 
Senate.) 

To the Senate: 


JN requesting the Senate to convene 
‘™ in session for the special purpose of 

dealing with the treaty for the limita- 
tion and reduction of naval armament 
signed at London April 22, 1930, it is 
desirable that I should present my 
views upon it. This is especially nec- 
essary because of misinformation and 
misrepresentation which has _ been 
widespread by those who in reality are 
opposed to all limitation and reduction 
in naval arms. We must naturally 
expect opposition from those groups 
who believe in unrestricted military 
strength as an objective of the Ameri- 
can Nation. Indeed, we find the same 
type of minds in Great Britain and 
Japan in parallel opposition to this 
treaty. Nevertheless, I am convinced 
that the overwhelming majority of the 
American people are opposed to the 
conception of these groups. Our 
people believe that military strength 
should be held in conformity with the 
sole purpose of national defense, they 
earnestly desire real progress in limita- 
tion and reduction of naval arms of 
the world, and their aspiration is for 
abolition of competition in the build- 
ing of arms as a step toward world 
peace. Such a result can be obtained 
in no other way than by international 
agreement. 

The present treaty is one which 
holds these safeguards and advances 
these ideals. Its ratification is in the 
interest of the United States. It is 
fair to the other participating nations. 
It promotes the cause of good rela- 
tions. 

“Path to Peace” 

The only alternative to this treaty 
is the competitive building of navies 
with all its flow of suspicion, hate, ill 
will, and ultimate disaster. History 
supports those who hold to agreement 
as the path to peace. Every naval 
‘limitation treaty with which we are 
familiar, from the Rush-Bagot agree- 
ment of 1817, limiting vessels of war 
on the Great Lakes, to the Washington 
arms treaty of 1921, has resulted in a 
marked growth of good will and con- 
fidence between the nations which 
were parties to it. 

It is folly to think that because we 
are the richest Nation in the world 
we can outbuild other countries. 
Other nations will make any sacrifice 
to maintain their instruments of de- 
fense against us, and we shall even- 
tually reap in their hostility and ill 
will the full measure of the additional 
burden which we may thus impose 
upon them. The very entry of the 
United States into such courses as this 
would invite the consolidation of the 
rest of the world against us and bring 
our. peace and. independence into 
jeopardy. We have only to look at the 
state of Europe in 1914 to find ample 
evidence of the futility and danger of 
competition in arms. 

It will be remembered that in re- 
sponse to recommendations from the 
Senate a conference between the 
United States, Great Britain and 
Japan for limitation of those cate- 
gories of naval arms not covered by 
the Washington treaty of 1921 was 
held at Geneva in 1927. That confer- 


could not agree to the large size of 
fleets demanded by other govern- 
ments. The standards set up at that 
time would have required an ultimate 
fleet of about 1,400,000 tons for the 
United States. As against this the 
total United States fleet set out under 
this treaty will be about 1,123,000 tons.

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this character is the test of its ade- 
quacy in defense. No critic has yet 
asserted that with the navies provided 
in this agreement, together with our 
Army, our aerial defense, and our na- 
tional resources, we can not defend 
ourselves, and certainly we want no 
Military Establishment for the pur- 
pose of domination of other nations. 
Our naval-defense position under this 
treaty is the more clear if we examine 
our present naval strength in compari- 
son to the present strength of the 
other nations, and then examine the 
improvements in this _ proportion 
which will result from this treaty. 
This improvement arises from the an- 
ticipation of parity in battleships to 
be reached 10 years hence under the 
Washington arms treaty and the fact 
that other nations have been building 
in the classes of ships not limited by 
the treaty, while we, until lately, 
lagged behind. 

On the ist of January last the 
total naval tonnage, disregarding 
paper fleets, and taking only those 
ships actually built and building, was, 
for the United States, 1,180,000 tons; 
for the British Empire, 1,332,000 tons; 
for Japan, 768,000 tons. That is, if 
the United States Navy be taken as 
100, then the British Navy equals 113 
and the Japanese Navy 65. Under this 
treaty the United States will have 
1,123,000 tons; Great Britain, 1,151,000 
tons; and Japan, 714,000 tons, or a ra- 
tio of 100 for the United States to 
102.4 for Great Britain and 63.6 for 
Japan. The slightly larger tonnage 
ratio mentioned for Great Britain is 
due to the fact that her cruiser fleet 
will be constituted more largely of 
smaller vessels, weaker in gun power, 
but the United States has the option 
to duplicate the exact tonnage and 
gun caliber of the British cruiser fleet 
if we desire to exercise it. 

Better Than Indicated 


The relative improvement in the 
position of the United States under 
this treaty is even better than this 
statement would indicate. In _ the 
more important categories, battleships, 
aircraft carriers, 8-inch and 6-ineh 
gun cruisers—that is, omitting the 
secondary arms of destroyers and sub- 
marines—the fleet built and actually 
building on January 1 of this year was 
809,000 tons in the Unitedd States, 
1,088,000 tons in Great Britain, and 
568,000 tons in Japan, or upon the 
basis of 100 for the United States it 
was 134 for Great Britain and 70 for 
Japan. Under this treaty the United 
States will on January 1, 1937, pos- 
sess completed 911,000 tons of these 
major units, Great Britain 948,000 
tons, and Japan 556,000 tons. In addi- 
tion, the United States will have one 
10,000-ton 8-inch cruiser two-thirds 
completed. This will givé a ratio in 
these categories of 100 for the United 
States to 102.9 for Great Britain and 
60.5 for Japan. The reason for the ex- 
cess British tonnage is again as men- 
tioned above. In other words, the 
United States, in these categories, in- 
creases by 102,000 tons, Great Britain 
decreases by 140,000 tons, and Japan 
decreases by 12,000 tons. These read- 
justments of units are to take place 
during the next six years. The treaty 
then comes to an end except for such 
arrangements as may be made then 
for its continuance. 

The major discussion has been di- 
rected almost wholly to the fact that 
the United States is to have 18 
cruisers with 8-inch guns, with an ag- 
gregate tonnage of 180,000 tons, as 
against Great Britain’s 15 such ships, 
with a tonnage of 146,800 tons and 
Japan’s 12 such ships of a tonnage of 
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Navy League Analyzes Treaty 





As DISCUSSION of the London 

Naval Treaty continues the facts 
themselves tend to become more and 
more beclouded by violent discussion 
of other points. In the following 
statement issued by the Navy League 
of the United States an analysis is 
made of the exact status under the 
treaty of each category of naval ves- 


sels. The statement should be read in 
conjunction with the accompanying 
table. 


The Navy League statement follows: 

The London Naval Treaty, which is 
to run for five and a half years, post- 
pones replacements of capital ships 
contemplated by the Washington 
Treaty Limiting Naval Armaments of 
1922 and sets the maximum tonnage 
levels which may not be exceeded on 
the 31st December, 1936, for auxiliary 
types of warships, namely, big gun 
cruisers, small gun cruisers, destroyers 
and submarines. 

The table given above sets forth 
these maximum tonnages for the three 
principal naval powers as of the date 
of expiration of the treaty. The table 
must be read with caution for two 
reasons. First, tonnages in excess of 
those stated in the tables may be main- 
tained between now and the 3lst De- 
cember, 1936, although there is an obli- 
gation to dispose “gradually” of such 
excesses; and secondly, because certain 
clauses in the London Naval Treaty 
modify the totals given in the table 
preventing the United States from at- 
taining full strength in big gun 
cruisers and Great Britain from at- 
taining fuli strength in “under age” 
small gun cruisers. 

It is important to keep these cau- 
tions in mind in any study of the rel- 
ative strength of the three principal 
navies because it may be said gener- 
ally, that both the British Empire and 
the Japanese Empire now have all the 
tonnages contemplated by the treaty 
(and in some categories an excess of 
tonnage), and with relatively slight re- 
placements may maintain their allotted 
tonnages throughout the life of the 
treaty and reach the expiration date 
with the maximum strength. On the 
other hand it appears that the United 
States is now woefully deficient in 
cruisers of both subcategories; that it 
may not reach its full cruiser quota 
any time during the life of the treaty; 
and that it will have to replace most of 
the submarines and all of the destroyers 
during the life of the treaty in order 
to reach the expiration date with its 
treaty quota in a condition comparable 
to those of the others. 

Capital Ships: 

In capital ships of the United States, 
throughout the life of the London Naval 
Treaty and at its termination, will 
have a slight inferiority—about 5 per 
cent—to the British Empire. In num- 
ber of capital ships the United States 
will have fifteen, the British Empire 
fifteen and the Japanese Empire nine. 
Each country may retain one additional 
capital ship for training purposes but 
training ships must be rendered in- 
capable of full military service, and the 
contracting parties’ undertake not to 


Of the capital ships to be retained, 
the average age of the American ves- 
sel is 12.3 years; of the British Em- 
pire 11.4 years, and of the Japanese 
Empire 13.2 years. The average speed 
of the American capital ship will be 
21 knots; of the British Empire 25 


side, it being 243,140 pounds, 4 
against 236,298 pounds for the British 
and 143,840 pounds for the Japanesg 
or a ratio of 10-9.7-5.9. 

In number of guns the United States 
also has the advantage, having 160 ty 
118 for the British and 88 for the Jap. 
anese. The American advantage jp 
number of guns and a slight prepon. 
derance in the weight of broadsides ig 
more than offset by two factors revoly. 
ing around the size of the guns. One 
battleship in the American fleet. wil] 
mount 12-inch guns. Eleven will have 
14-inch guns and three will have 1§ 
inch guns. 

The smallest main gun in the British 
capital fleet will be 15-inch (thirteen 
vessels) and two remaining ships will 
have 16-inch guns. Seven of the Jap. 
anese ships will mount 14-inch guns 
and two will mount 16-inch guns. The 
homogeneity of the British fieet with 
all 15-inch and 16-inch guns gives an 
advantage over a fleet with guns rang- 
ing from 12-inch to 16-inch. 

It is very difficult to compare ves- 
sels with reference to their armor- 
plate protection, but one factor stands 
out clearly, namely, given the same 
thickness of armor it does not follow 
that vessels have the same protection 
It depends on its antagonist. The 
American 12-inch gun battleship would 
be unable to penetrate an enemy vessel 
at certain ranges, while 16-inch and 
15-inch gun ships could penetrate the 
same target at the same range. 
Aircraft Carriers: 

Aircraft carriers were limited by the 
Washington Treaty of 1922 to 135,000 
tons for the United States and Great 
Britain and 81,000 tons for Japan. The 
London Naval Treaty makes no change 
in these figures but aircraft carriers 
less than 10,000 tons each, formerly 
exempt from limitation, must now be 
included in the above stated tonnages. 

None of the countries is up to treaty 
strength. The United States has %,- 
086 tons built and building; the British 
Empire 115,350 tons and the Japanese 
Empire 67,870 tons. What the situa- 
tion will actually be at the expiration 
of the London Treaty rests entirely 
with the amount of our permitted build- 
ing which will be actually built in the 
next five and a half years. 

Auxiliary Ships: 

It may be noted that the 10-1046 
ratio set up by the Washington Treaty 
for capital ships and aircraft carriers 
has been abandoned in that Japan has 
been given parity in total tonnage 0 
their submarine flotilla with the fiotillas 
of the United States and the British 
Empire; that the Japanese proportion 
in destroyers and small gun cruisers 
has been raised from 60 per cent t 
70 per cent; and that while the London 
Naval Treaty table would indicate aa 
extension of the 5-3 ratio to large gua 
cruisers an examination of the treaty 
shows that this is not true. 
Cruisers—Big Gun: 

The cruiser situatfon under the Lot 
don Naval Treaty is set out in, com 
siderable detail in another statement 
by the Navy League of the United 
States. It may be summarized briefly 
as follows: : 

The British Empire now has its full 
quota of recently constructed big gu 
cruisers and in addition has four others 
which must be disposed of before the 
31st December, 1936, unless the escape 
clause of the treaty is invoked. Japa® 
has its full quota of recently construct 
ed big gun cruisers. Of the Amer

only sixteen may be completed during 
the life of the treaty and the two ad- 
ditional ones completed in 1937 and 

1938. 
‘ —In the meantime, the United States 
has at present five big gun cruisers 
completed, three within a year of com- 
pletion and five only just begun. 
Small Gen Cruisers 

The British Empire has its full quota 
of small gun cruisers, and the Japa- 
nese Empire nearly so. The United 
States has less than half of its quota 
at the present time. Most of the Brit- 
ish small gun cruisers will become 
“over age” between now and the expi- 
ration of the treaty, but by agreement 
insisted upon by Japan, the British 
may not complete replacements within 
the table given in the treaty for all 
of the vessels which become “over age.” 
Only 91,000 tons may be completed 
during the life of the Treaty, but an 
additional 86,350 tons may be in course 
of construction when the treaty termi- 
nates. Practically all of the Japanese 
small gun cruisers are of ‘recent con- 
struction, so that only 18,190 tons may 
be completed during the life of the 
treaty and this figure is arrived at by 
conceding to Japan the privilege of 
replacing one vessel which becomes 
over age in 1937. There is no restric- 
tion in the treaty on the rate at which 
the United States builds the 73,000 
tons of small gun cruisers permitted. 
Actually there is considerable doubt 
as to whether all of them will be built. 


The preponderant weight of military 
opinion as disclosed by the hearings 
before the Senate Committee on For- 
eign Relations and the Senate Naval 
Affairs Committee is that the 6-inch 
gun cruiser is not well suited to Amer- 
jean needs and that, with the excep- 
tion of a small number for use in the 
battle fleet, they are incapable of meet- 
ing American requirements because, 
among many reasons, of the lack of 
distant naval bases and the existance 
of 8-inch gun cruisers in other navies. 
Destroyers: 

In the destroyer category, parity 
between the United States and the 
British Empire has been aimed at, and 
the Japanese are given a ratio of 
slightly over 7. The tonnages contem- 
plated in the London Naval Treaty are 
for the United States 150,000 tons; the 
British Empire- 150,000 tons and the 
Japanese Empire 105,500 tons. The 
existing situation is that the United 
States has 226,313 tons and must, there- 
fore, dispose of 76,313 tons gradually 
before the 31st December, 1936.- All 
these vessels are of hurried war-time 
construction laid down before 1920. 
The British situation is similar to our 
own with reference to the 155,060 tons 
of destroyers built. They do have, 
however, 35,000 tons building or re- 
cently completed. Japan has main- 
tained a steady program of destroyer 
building since the Washington Confer- 
ence. A block of these vessels has been 
laid down each year since 1922, giving 
her now her full quota, which may be 
maintained throughout the life of the 
treaty with very slight replacements. 
In fact, the replacements under the 
rules would be so few, that Japan ob- 
tained, as in other categories, the privi- 
lege of replacing a limited number of 
vessels before they become over age. 
These special concessions were demand- 
ed in order to keep their naval dock 
yards with some building on hand. 
Submarines: 

Very little need be said regarding 
submarines. The quotas reached in the 
London Naval Treaty are straight 
10-10-10 ratio, or 52,700 tons for each 
of the Powers. That is the figure not 
to be exceeded at the end of the treaty. 
In the meantime, all three countries 
are over the quota, Japan with vessels 
mostly of recent construction, the 
British Empire with about half of her 
vessels of recent construction and the 
other half of war-time construction and 
the United States with vessels all of 
which, except the six V’s, are of war- 
time or immediate post-war construc- 
tion that will become over age during 
the life of the treaty. 

Conclusion: 

Supporters as well as opponents of 
the London Naval Treaty ascribe many 
matters criticized in it to the lack of an 
orderly building program in the United 
States during the years between the 
Washington and the’ London Confer- 
ences. The United States went to Lon- 
don with a Navy far below the 5-5-8 
ratio announced by the United States 
to be its naval requirement at the 
Washington Conference, and there ac-

108,400 tons; the United States sup- 
plementing this tonnage with cruisers 
armed with 6-inch guns up to a total 
of 323,500 tons; Great Britain, up to 
339,000 tons; and Japan, to 208,800 
tons. The larger gross tonnage to 
Great Britain, as stated, being com- 
pensation for the larger gun caliber 
of the American cruiser fleet, but as 
said, the United States has the option 
to duplicate the British fleet, if it so 
desires. 

General Board’s Recommendation 

Criticism of this arrangement 
arises from the fact that the General 
Board of the United States Navy 
recommended that to reach parity 
with Great Britain the United States 


should have 3 more of the 10,000-ton 
cruisers—21 instead of 18—with §8- 
inch guns, and a total of 315,000 tons, 
or 8,000 tons less total cruiser tonnage 
than this treaty provides. ._ Thus this 
treaty provides that instead of this 
30,000 tons more of 8-inch ships recom- 
mended by the General Board, we will 
have 38,000 tons of ships armed with 
6-inch guns, there being no limitation 
upon the size of cruisers up to 10,000 
tons. Therefore, criticism revolves 
around less than 3 per cent of our 
whole fleet, and even within this 3 
per cent comes the lesser question of 
whether 30,000 tons of ships armed 
with 8-inch guns are better than 38,- 
000 tons armed with 6-inch guns. The 
opinion of our high naval authorities 
is divided on the relative merits of 
these alternatives. Many earnestly be- 
lieve that the larger tonnage of 6-inch 
ships is more advantageous and others 
vice versa. However, those who seek 
to make this the outstanding feature 
of criticism fail to mention that under 
the London treaty the obligation of the 
Washington arms treaty of 1921 is so 
altered that Great Britain scraps 133,- 
900 tons of battleships armed with 
13%-inch guns, the United States 
scraps 70,000 tons of battleships 
armed with 12-inch guns, and Japan 
scraps 26,300 tons. These arrange- 
ments are made not only for reduction 
of arms but to anticipate the ultimate 
parity between the United States and 
Great Britain in battleships which 
would not otherwise be realized for 
several years. 

There is in this provision a relative 
gain in proportions compared with the 
British fleet of 63,900 tons of battle- 
ships with 13%-inch guns. This is of 
vastly more importance than the dis- 
pute as to the relative combatant 
strength of 38,000 tons of 6-inch 
cruisers against 30,000 tons of 8-inch 
cruisers. Indeed, it would seem that 








tives of the British and Japanese Em- 
pires. 

It is a fact that, while the British 
Empire inaugurated the building of 74 
warships and the Japanese Empire 117, 
since the Washington Conference, the 
United States has undertaken only 36 
warships, 6 of which were small river 
gun boats for use in China. Of the 
30 remaining, 16 were authorized 
only in 1929 and 5 of these have 
been abandoned at the London Naval 
Conference. Three more have - been 
postponed. 

The London Treaty abandons five and 
postpones three 8-inch gun cruisers that 
have already been authorized and ap- 
propriated for by Congress and other- 
wise were assured of immediate con- 
struction. And while it is true that 
the 8-inch gun cruiser is the type of 
vessel most needed in the American 
Navy, in their stead we have the right 
to build ten small gun cruisers if the 
Navy requests them and Congress au- 
thorizes and appropriates for them. 

In the meantime, the high construc- 
tion levels undertaken by the Japanese, 
and to a lesser extent by the British in 
recent years, are brought down to a 
much more moderate pace. 

The following table shows the con- 
struction in the several categories per- 
mitted to be laid down under the Lon- 
don Treaty during the next five and 
a half years:

such criticisms must be based upon an 
undisclosed desire to break down all 
limitation of arms. 


300,000 Tons Reduction 

To those who seek earnestly and 
properly for reduction in war ships, 
I would point out that as compared 
with January 1 of this year, the total 
‘aggregate navies of the three powers 
under this treaty will have been re- 
duced by nearly 300,000 tons. Had a 
settlement been made at Geneva in 
1927 upon the only proposal possible 
at that time, the fleets of the three 
powers would have been approximately 
680,000 tons greater than under the 
treaty now in consideration. 

_ The economic burdens and the diver- 
sion of taxes from welfare purposes 
which would be imposed upon our- 
selves and other nations by failure of 
this treaty are worth consideration. 
Under its provisions the replacement 
of battleships required under the 
Washington arms treaty of 1921 is 
postponed for six years. The costs of 
replacing and maintaining the three 
scrapped battleships is saved. Like- 
wise we make economies in construc- 
tion and operation by the reduction in 
our submarine and destroyer fleets to 
52,700 and 150,000 tons, respectively. 
What the possible saving over an 
otherwise inevitable era of competitive 
building would be, no one can esti- 
mate. 

If we assume that our present 
naval program, except for this treaty, 
is to complete the ships authorized by 
Congress and those authorized and nec- 
essary to be replaced under the Wash- 
ington arms treaty, and to maintain a 
destroyer fleet of about 225,000 tons 
and a submarine fleet of 90,000 tons, 
such a fleet will not reach parity with 
Great Britain, yet would cost in con- 
struction over $500,000,000 more dur- 
ing the next six years than the fleet 
provided under this treaty. But, in 
addition to this, as stated, there is a 
very large saving by this treaty in 
annual operation of the fleet over 
what would be the case if we even 
built no more than the present pro- 
grams. 

Economic Aid 

_ The more selfish-minded will give 
little credence to the argument that 
savings by other parties to the agree- 
ment in the limitation of naval con- 
struction are of interest te the Ameri- 
can people, yet the fundamental 
economic fact is that if the resources 
of these other nations are freed for 
devotion to the welfare of their people 
and to pacific purposes of reproductive 
commerce they will result in blessings 
to the world, ineluding ourselves. If 
we were to accept the Geneva confer- 
ence base as the end of naval strength 
under competitive building for the 
three governments, the savings in con- 
struction and operation by the treaty 
is literally millions of dollars. 

The question before us now is not 
whether we shall have a treaty with 
either three more 8-inch cruisers or 
four less 6-inch cruisers, or whether 
we shall have a larger reduction in 
torinage. It is whether we shall have 
this treaty or no treaty. It is a ques- 
tion as to whether we shall move 
strongly toward limitation and reduc- 
tion in naval arms or whether we 
shall have no limitation or reduction 
and shall enter upon a_ disastrous 
period of competitive armament. 

This treaty does'mark an important 
step in disarmament and in world 
peace. It is important for many rea- 
sons that it should be dealt with at 
once. The subject has been under dis- 
cussion since the Geneva conference 
three years ago. The lines of this 
treaty have been known and under 
discussion since last summer. The ac- 
tual document has been before the 
American people and before the Senate 
for nearly three months. It has been 
favorably reported by the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee. Every 
solitary fact which affects judgment 
upon the treaty is known, and the 
document itself comprises the sole ob- 
ligations of the United States. If we 
fail now, the world will be again 
plunged backward from its progress

ment” will be fired by Senator Hale, 
chairman of the Senate Naval Affairs 
Committee, who has a 10,000 word 
speech ready. He will sound the key- 
note of the naval opposition to the 
Treaty and he will be followed by sev- 
eral other Senators who want to go 
on record. 


Efforts to have the original resolu- 
tion pass unamended failed, as was 
expected, but the final vote with the 
Robinson amendment, “if not incom- 
patible with the public interest” stood 
53 to 4, the quartette voting “No,” 
taking the ground that it gave the 
President too much leeway. Thus 
the Senate practically unanimously 
supported its right to the documents. 

Refusal of the President to yield to 
the Senate will, it is generally ac- 
cepted, add to the difficulties of get- 
ting favorable action and will at least 
delay final action. 

Proponents of the pact, however, 
profess that the “teeth” were taken 
out of the resolution by the amend- 
ment and, that while failure of the 
President to yield will possibly add a 
few votes to the opposition, it will not 
have sufficient effect to change the 
final outcome. 

Opponents, on the other hand, are 
hopeful that the dissatisfaction will be 
so great that it will greatly increase 
their voting strength and will serve to 
prolong the fight, with the possibility 
of deferring final action, the imme- 
diate end for which they are fighting. 

One interesting suggestion has been 
frequently mentioned. With only a 
bare quorum present day after day, 
withdrawal of a few ardent opponents 
of the Treaty from the sessions would 
leave a lack of a quorum. It is gen- 
erally conceded, however, that they 
will not resort to these tactics. 

Just before the vote, Senator John- 
son read into the record two of the 
documents given the committee by 
Secretary Stimson under the seal of 
secrecy. He disclaimed any intention 
of violating a confidence, but ex- 
plained that they had already been 
transmitted to the British Foreign 
Office and made public in London. 

Senator Royal Copeland has openly 
joined the opposition. Going to the 
very heart of the underlying reasons 
for the fight on the pact, he declared 
that the American delegation at Lon- 
don had surrendered all that the 
Coolidge administration had refused to 
surrender. .He asserted that the es- 
calator clause gives Great Britain the 
right to do just what she vainly fought: 
for at Geneva and classified it as the 
“dagger in the heart of this Treaty,” 
as it permits her to build exactly what 
she desires. 

Senator Copeland said he had hoped 
to vote for the treaty, but that he had 
found reasons for changing his mind 
after a study of the pact. The sur- 
render to Japan, endangering 
America’s position as a world power 
capable of protecting her commerce, 
had been one of the chief reasons for 
his decision, said the Senator from 
New York.

and the integral parts thereof training 
of an essential character. 


Emphasize Musketry 
While marksmanship in general is 
satisfactory, musketry training and 
combat firing have not received proper 
attention. It must be borne in mind 
that the purpose of range firing is to 
prepare for combat firing. While com- 


bat and musketry exercises require the 
use of ball ammunition, much training 
in preparation for these exercises is 
possible without the use of live am- 
munition. Musketry and combat fir- 
ing exercises should be conducted so 
as to instruct the smaller units in 
maneuver and proper use of the ground 
to assist their mission in addition to 
developing their fire. The use of the 
automatic weapons to assist the ad- 
vance of riflemen must be continually 
taught. 

Corps Area and Department com- 
manders will test annually Infantry and 
Cavalry units for proficiency in mus- 
ketry exercises and the results of these 
tests will be published, rating each unit 
as satisfactory or unsatisfactory. 

There is a tendency on the part of 
some units to neglect the proper use 
of cover during field exercises or to 
ignore the necessity for cover when 
operating in the presence of an as- 
sumed enemy. This was particularly 
noted in situations involving the move- 
ment of Infantry units by truck, de- 
trucking points being selected without 
regard to the effects of enemy fire. In 
order that field exercises may be as 
realistic and as instructive as practi- 
cable, the necessity for the proper use 
of cover will be emphasized. 

Instances were noted where troops 
on the march failed to observe proper 
road discipline. 

Keep Problems Secret 

It was noted in the tactical inspec- 
tions of some units that the unit com- 
manders had drawn the problems to be 
solved and that all echelons of the 
unit were thoroughly familiar with this 
problem prior to the inspection. The 
problems involved in tactical inspec- 
tions of units will be drawn by officers 
senior in the chain of command or by 
the inspecting officer, and will not be 
divulged prior to the inspection. Tac- 
tical inspections are to test the degree 
of training of the unit rather than the 
mere tactical decision of the com- 
mander. 


Frequently a greater number of Re- 
serve Officers and Reserve units were 
superimposed upon Regular Army units 
for training than could be effectively 
trained due to the depleted strength 
of the Regular Army unit. This was 
noted particularly with respect to Air 
Corps and Field Artillery units. Fre- 
quently Air Corps squadrons were as- 
signed the missions of training Re- 
serve units in addition to other types 
of missions to be carried on simul- 
taneously. 

The number of Reserve units super- 
imposed at any one time upon Regular 
Army units for training should be 
strictly limited to that which can be 
thoroughly trained with’ the person- 
nel and equipment available in the 
Regular Army unit concerned. 





Inf. Minds Rate High 


M4. GEN. STEPHEN 0. FUQUA, 
the Chief of Infantry, announces 
that the standard alpha intelligence 
test recently given to the faculty and 
to the Infantry student officers at the 
Infantry School, Ft. Benning, proves 
interesting when compared to the re- 
sults of the same test given to students 
in our leading colleges and universities. 
At Ohio State University, the test 
was given to the students of all col- 
leges. The College of Art, Commerce 
and Journalism led with an average 
rating of 147 out of a possible 212. 
The average rating of the University 
of Illinois was 154. The average rat- 
ing of the officers of the Infantry 
School faculty was 167, and that of 
the student officers 159 on the same 
test given to the-college students. 
Gen. Fuqua attributed the high stand- 
ing of the infantry officers to the school 
system prevailing in the Infantry and 
to the fact that the present-day In- 
fantry officer is required, by his varied 
duties, to study continuously, and, in 





addition, to maintain himself in perfect 
physical condition at all times. 





Financial Digest 


ALLING attention to the steady up- 

ward trend in the bond market sincg 
last September, the latest G. M.-P, 
Murphy and Co. bulletin predicts aq. 
vancing prices for most of the sound 
bond issues. 

“More impressive changes in the 
bond market have been held back, in 
our opinion,’ the bulletin states, “by 
a general hesitation to make commit. 
ments of any kind as well as by the 
necessity of absorbing a large amount 
of new issues representing in part 
bond financing held over from the un. 
favorable days of last year. Many of 
the factors, however, that make for 
a strong bond market are undeniably 
present. Interest rates have eased not 
only in the United States but all over 
the world. Short term funds are in 
sufficient supply so that business reyi. 
val, in its earlier stages at least, ig 
unlikely to stiffen rates appreciably, 
Accumulation of savings will continue, 
even if the rate may be lower than 
usual for a time. Commodity prices 
have declined so sharply that lower liy. 
ing costs over a period seem inevit- 
able, correspondingly increasing the 
purchasing power of the bond coupon, 

“One group of normally steady bond 
buyers who temporarily became sellers 
during the break were the life insur. 
ance companies. The exceptional de.

E following editorial, from the 

Rapid City, S. D., Journal, puts an 
interesting slant on the entire question 
of consideration of national defenses: 

A group watching the national guard 
in maneuver here last week talked of 
the work and study of these young men 
in camp.

If you're in trouble go to a 
lawyer—you can get plenty of advice, 
but the advice you rely on is the man 
who has studied it. If you want to 
build a house, you go to an architect, 
and if you want to know what’s the 
matter with your trees, you go to a 
man who works with trees. There’s 
plenty of volunteer help available on 
all these things. But you know they 
really don’t know. 

“But it’s different when it comes to 
national defense,” this man went on. 
“People will take anybody’s advice on 
that, and anybody who makes a full 
time study of it is ranked as a boy 


all set to eat somebody up. Maybe 
some of them are. Maybe some law- 
yers always advise lawsuits. Maybe 


some doctors always advise operations. 
Maybe some architects insist on taking 
your last dollar, and maybe some nur- 
serymen insist on installing you a 
whole set of new trees. But a majority 
of them don’t. Enough of a majority 
don’t that you know they’re the ex- 
perts and they’re the people to talk 
to-when you want to know. 

“That's one reason,” this philosopher 
went on, “that in time of war more 
Americans are lost through disease 
and because they don’t know how to 
handle their guns and equipment than 
there are from enemy attack. 

“These young men are in the busi- 
ness of national defense, and their ideas 
are worth listening to,” he concluded, 
and grinned a little as he thought of 
the oration he had offered. 

The point he brought up is a point 
worth considering. 


CPX In 3rd C. A.

Plattsburg Barracks—The largest 
Citizens’ Military Training Camp in 
the United States is in’ progress’ at 
“the West Point of Citizen Soldiers,” 
with 2,457 young men from New York, 
New Jersey and Delaware attending 
the camp at Government expense for 
30 days. Col. John F. Madden, Inf., 
the commanding officer of the 26th 
Infantry, will supervise the training 
of the youths for the duration of the 
camp. For the first two weeks of July 
the camp is under the command of Lt. 
Col. Jacob S. Clinton, Inf. Res., Schen- 
ectady, N. Y., commanding the 389th 
Infantry, consisting of Albany, Schen- 
ectady and Troy Reserve Officers. 

The executive officer of the 389th 
Infantry will be Lt. Col. H. A. H. 
Andreason, Inf. Res., of Scotia, N. Y., 
with Maj. James N. Peale, Inf., USA, 
as unit instructor. Fifty-two officers 
of the organization reported for duty. 

The training of the young men for 
the first week consisted of military 
courtesy, school of the soldier, physi- 
eal training, close order drill, lectures 
on hygiene and citizenship and super- 
vised swimming, baseball, volley ball, 
basketball, tennis and similar games.

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Christie To Build Tank

ment, whose duty it was to invite 
the bids and to recommend the ac- 
ceptance or rejection of them. 

The editorial, published under the 
title “Another Ordnance Fiasco,” fol- 
lows: 

Congress appropriated $250,000 for the 
urchase of tanks in the fiscal year end- 
ng June 30, 1930, but the ordnance de- 

partment had the utmost difficulty decid- 
ing what kind of tank to buy. At the 
last minute one machine to cost $55,000 
was ordered. The fighting arms wanted 
the tanks to experiment with, but the 
ordnance failed to provide them. 

The ordnance corps was organized in 
1812, and meanwaile it has had plenty 
of opportunity to prove its value. It has 
not done so, The civil war was fought 
with antiquated weapons; the Sharp’s 
rifle was known in the army as early as 
the Indian wars of 1857, and if the Union 
army had been generally equipped with 
it in the civil war the history of that 
conflict might have been shorter by years. 
Our army in tae war with Spain was 
equipped with outmoded rifles and to a 
considerable extent the ammunition was 
charged with black powder, though smoke- 
less powder was known and its superior- 
ity well established. In the world war 
our army was obliged to use British type 
rifles and French cannon for the most 
art, to mention only two conspicuous 
nstances of the failure of our ordnance 
corps to equip the American soldier. 

Tanks in the warfare of the future are 
almost certain to play an important role 
and it may be a decisive one. The tank 
is peculiarly the weapon for the American 
army, recruited as it is from a popula- 
tion more accustomed to tae use and care 
of mechanical contrivances than any other 
population in the world. Thanks to the 
ordnance corps, the United States army 
probably knows less about tanks than 
any other army which it is likely to meet. 

The remedy, we should think, lies in 
abolishing the ordnance corps and au- 
thorizing each arm of tae service to buy 
its own equipment. In that way the fight- 
ing men can get the weapons they want 
to fight with without having their wishes 
subjected to a bureaucracy of uniformed 
slackers which never will be subjected 
to danger and knows it. 

The editorial was the subject of talk 
wherever Army men gathered, and re- 
ceived vigorous personal condemna- 
tion from officers of all branches of 
the service. Its reference to historical 
instances without telling of the Ord- 
nance problems and difficulties of pro- 
duction and totally ignoring the ac- 
complishments, aroused much ire and 
scorn while the suggestion to have the 
using services do their own buying was 
considered among the using branches 
themselves as based on a lack of knowl- 
edge of the service needs. The tone 
of the article, particularly the use of 
the words “uniformed slackers,” was 
generally accepted as being not simply 
critical but as expressing a spirit of 
vendetta-like acrimony. 

“vents bearing on the tank problem 
and the origin of the $250,000 appro- 
oe gr mentioned in the Tribune go 
ack to the regime of the previous 
chiefs of Infantry and Ordnance— 
Gens. Allen and Williams. At that 
time a tank program was worked out 
between them with the T1E1 tank, de- 
veloped by the Ordnance Department, 
as the light tank in the program. This 
was approved all along the line, and 
the $250,000 item appropriated to carry 
it out. 


Later the Christie tank was brought 
forward and aroused much interest in 
the Infantry, at this stage under the 
administration of Gen. Fuqua. The 
Chief of Staff, too, showed much inter- 
est in the high speed tank. So with 
the fiscal year coming to a close it 
was decided to go more thoroughly into 
the Christie tank before doing further 
work on the original program. The 
Infantry wanted six of the new tanks 
but the Ordnance did not wish to 
spend that much money until a thor- 
ough test had been given to determine 
the stability and suitability of the new 
high speed tank. Gen. Hof recom- 
mended that one be purchased to make 
these tests and if it be found suitable 
quantity production could follow with 
the advantages of the knowledge gained 
by the tests. 

This met with the approval of As- 
sistant Secretary Payne, Secretary 
Hurley and Gen. Summerall with the 
resuit that the quantity bids were re- 
jected and only one tank authorized. 

That the Christie products are not 
new to the Army is attested by the 
fact that to date, including the latest 
tank. contract, Mr. Christie has re- 
ce'ved a total of $894,240 from the 
War Department. Previous expendi- 
tures covering a period from 1916 to 
1921, as compiled and published in 
Army Ordnance, follows:
